B. I.nnd, the 
vell-knewn motion ylcture promotor. who eon- 
tiolB several of the local motion picture the- 
atres, and by D. W. Chamberlain and w. A. 
Kellr. manager of the Soatheni Theatre, these 
three gentlemen being a committee appointed 
by the picture theatre proprietors bete to ask 
for the Inspection. All but a few theatres on 
Lake Street and Plymouth Avenue were visited. 
Fire Marshal P*lce agreed with Inapector Bough- 
ton as to the general conditions being In proper 
compliance with the ordinances. Most of the re- 
ouests for Improvements lu the picture tnestres 
covered the installing of sntomatlc shutters 
on the machines, additional exits, substitution 
of fixed opera chairs for movable seats, in- 
stallation of more lights and removal of prop- 
erties blocking rear exits. 

After completing the inspection of the motion 
plctnre theatres Friday afternoon, October 20. 
the following statement was put forth by the 
city officials conducting the tour: 

"We, the undersigned, have visited the mov- 
ing picture houses In Minoeai>olls. and have 
eiamined them vlth- a:.TiMr. of Bndlng nnsafe 
and nnaanltny features in connection with the 
theati<es. 

"We found them as a wbole to be aafe and 
sanitary, and as well safeguarded against panic 
and Hie as any class of public buildings In the 
city. The reports ot their construction and 
danser In ease of fire have been unwarranted. 
With bnt few exceptions, we found nothing 
that would require changes ot any Importance. 
All were eonstmcted to fill tbe then existing 
sxdinances.

Tbe first day was devoted to entries; on tbe

Tbe Wild West part of 
the program was a very attractive feature, $450 
being appropriated for tbe best riders and buck- 
ing horses. $1,000 offered for relay and Wild 
West raclns, and $2,000 for harness and rnn- 
nlng races. There was "something doing" 
every minute of the time. Capt. Bardy. cham- 
pion rifle shot of tbe world, gave an exhibition 
each afternoon of the fair. There were also 
many pay attractions, such as the Iowa Pat 
Baby, age 4 years, weight 160 pounds, Spnr- 
gin's Chinese Dragon, Fisher's Snake Show, Ry- 
mal's Mule-footed Hoe. etc. 

The 1911 Trl-Connty Fair, held at Winona. 
Minnesota, Sept. 19-22. was a success in all de- 
partments, and the whole undertaking a sur- 
prise to the farmers and business men. Indus- 
trial conditions were good, and the exhibits 
large and varied. Tbe stock exhlblt'crowded the 
sheds and pens. There were 51 race horses on 
the gronnds. and as there were but 32 stalls, 
it was neceseary to build additional ones durlne 
the fair.

In addition to the horse 
racing there were motor cycle races, school re- 
lay race, and Gus Henderson, boundlnc wIta; 
Tbe O'Kura Japanese Tronpe, and Capt. H. 
Johnstone, high diver, as the free acts The 
privileges Included Doll Rack. Merry-go-Ronnd. 
Hoop-La. Poodle Dog Wheel, Candy Wheel, re- 
freshment and luncb stands, etc. The attend- 
ance was as follows: First day. weather cool. 
2,200: second day. fair. 2,000; third day. rained 
all night. 2.000; fonrtb day. fine. 3,500. Im- 
mediately after the close of the 1911 event the 
directors got .together to formulate pisns for Ibe 
1912 fair. It waa the unanimous opinion of the 
Board that the fair should be enlarged In all 
departments.

It is In three 
acts and Is as lull of red pepper, and Iheckt as 
any boolevardler eonld demand. The stosy runs 
like this; 

A rich bookmaker. U. Herbelln. left a wid- 
ower in early maitled life, has a dangbter. 
Slmone, wlmm he long ago tnmed over to an- 
annt to bring np. The daaghtpr la now- a 
young lady, aad tbe annt dying, afae retnms to 
ber father's home rather unexpectedly. She 
finds her father on the eve of joining nia mta* 
tress. 

Herbelln loves his daughter, but at the same 
time he Is put out. She hampers his living aa 
he Ukea. He decides to set her out of the way 
by nacryinc her off. The one beat bet as It 



appears to him, and the purest of brlnglas 
quick results, .is to offer her to the Count -de 
Vareocey, a young spendthrift and rake,' who 
has mn through with all bis money and la re- 
duced to borro'Wing from bis mlsuress. The 
Coimt has an apartment in the same bouse with 
the Herbellns. and the bookmaker encourages 
bis daughter to seek de Tarenixy's company. 
The Count, however, catches on. and bangbtlly 
refnsea to be bought as a btisband. Tbe girl 
tells him that she is no more eager to marry 
tim than be Is to marry ber. ' 

AU enjig well in Act III., however. The Count 
nnbends sudclently to accept an invitation to , 
spend a few days at the conntiT place of Hertw- 
IID, m Normandy. There he falls In -love with . 
Slmone and asks her to msny bim. She refuaes. 
saying she has not the right since she has a 
Jover. He is going away angry when the girl 
offers to accompany him as his mistress. This 
"generous act," as the French reviewers call it. 
so touched the heart of de Varencey thst he re- 
lents anil marries 'the girl. "Marriage has on^ 
a relative importance anyway," he says. "So 
what's the difference?'' 

Sacha is the son of Lncien Gnltry of Chsnte- . 
cler fame. He is not only the autlior of the 
comedy, bnt is the de Varencey In the play. 
This is his long suit — this writing exceedingly 
risque pieces, then acting the principal male 
role himself. His comedies are certainly r»t the 
kind designed for young ladles ]ust out of sem- 
inaries, bnt they usually contain more or less 
humor, and generally are successes — for reasons 
blnted at above, very probabLr. 

Mme. Cbarltitte Lyses crested the role of Sl- 
mlme, giving a very consistent and artistic per. 
tormance. 

OAPUCINE BBTTTB. 
Et Tiola! Is the title of the review which had

Novelty, therefore. Is tbe thing I would strive 
for. I am modest enough to doubt whether 1 

could tell the public anything really new, but I 
should like to tell them some old things ther 
may have fonrotten. * . 

"My themes are old. certainly, bnt that tSt 
Itself gives me no uneasiness, for Uteratme. 
dilamatic or otherwise, has not mnch cnncen» 
with timeliness. Timeliness Is, and should ne. 
the very object and essence of Journalism, but 
an anthor should strive for nermanence. He- 
may never achieve It. bnt that should be hlw 
goal. There are many plays, very strong and" 
popular ones. too. which belong to their 'time- 
liness' In the domain of theatrical Joumallsm- 
Tbese are the monetary 'hits' that draw and- 
lences for a season, and are forgotten as soon 
aa the newspaper editorial that shoots the- 
oasslns follv as It files, A so-called •literary'' 
play may fan. and often does, but never be- 
cause it is literary, only because It Is not life. 

"Tbe great busy public has been good «o me 
far bevond anv one's expectations. That «» be- 
cause It Is reallv kind at heart, appreciative of 
tbe common hnman.thlnc» of daily life, willing' 
to be amused now and then by a fresh, unpre- 
tentlons thing, even If It Isn't great art. It re- 
members Its own chndhood: It loves an atmos- 
phere of homeliness, of Innoeewt cave»v- It 'Ikes- 
to have Its'falth In human nature reinforced.'

Two good musical comedies have recently seen 
the light. One is The Love Mills, which has 
bad a considerable run in Belgium, and has 
tiecn put on here at the Globe. The t>ook Is by 
Frantz Fon«on and Femand Wicheler but it has 
been adapttil — and very considerably altered — 
by Leslie StUes. The Idea of the piece Is that 
an Inkeeper, Claes. has such supreme confidence 
in the faltliftilnrss of his wife that he signs an 
official document that he 'vi'iU allow any man In 
the town who gets posseiuilon of tbe '^aper 
to make Iov£ to bis wife. Of course tbis soon 
happens and then there is trouble at once, for 
Claes immedlstely gets insanely Jealous of his 
wife — entirely wlthont cause, as It happens, and 
It takes a lot of artificial stage work and make- 
believe before the two in the end are recon- 
ciled. Tbe music, however, is first rate and 
there are some tattling good son^. One song, 
written by Lonls HiUier, called The Queen of 
Hearts, is one of tbe best walttz son^s 1 have 
heard for a long time, and fibonld be all the 
^^rage -^wben ..the ..pantomime^ season . starts. .Nan 
Stuart., a - pretty, vivacious actrcts. makes a 
great hit as the wife, and Leslie Stiles plays 
the husband in the most breezy manner. The 
Other characters don't cut mnch ice. bnt the 
whole entertainment is exceeillngly "merry and 
bright." and looks like mnntig for some time. 

The other departure In musical comedies is 
Bonita. by Wadbam Peacock and Harold Sim- 
son, both strangers to tbe stage. Xot that this 
appears to lie any disadvantage In. tbe ifrcsent 
'nstance because there is a vein of freshness 
vnnning through the piece that ^ves it consid- 
erable attractiveness. One new feature is that 
Portugal Is tbe scene of the action, and also 
tbat there is quite a tragic prologue before the 
first act. In this an Incident of the Peninsular 
War Is iHstrayed. In whicb the grandmother of 
Bonita. then a yonng wife, sees her hnsband 
shot dead. The rest of tbe piece follows much 
on the nsnal lines. 

The principal character is a lawyer. Frc4lerico. 
of the villainous type, who nnblnshlngly de- 
clares himself tbe biggest rogue of the island 
where the scene takes place. One of his prac- 
t^es Is to oi>en and read aU letters tbat arrive 
In tbe Island, and by this means he discovers 
that Bonita Is an English heiress, with estates 
and a title coming to her. And, of course, as 
the villain should, he decided to marry her. 
Tills Uttle scheme, however, is somewhat frus- 
trated bv the arrival of Bpnita'a consla. Lieut 
Arthnr Mannerton, who has 'come, along with 
his company of hnssars, to search for Bonita. 
Having fonnd ber. he promptly [proposes. The 
rest of the story is taken up -with her accept- 
ance of her lover auii the way in wliich. in the 
end they defeat the deco and dark machinations 
of Frederico. The. end is reached by the latter 
and Mannerton 'submitting tbeWdalms on Bo- 
nita to lie decided by a prettily conceived trial 
1iy fire,, each lover pladng a flower on an altar 
on which a lire has been lighted after an Invo- 
cation to St. Anthony. - H 

The piece lends itself to burlesque to a large 
extenti aad as -the lawyer. Lionel Macklnder 
does s>me splendid fooling. Clara Evelyn makes 
a very satisfactory Bonita and sings most 
charmingly. The music Is very well written 
and is both easy and melodious. One of the 
zreat features is the handling of the crowds. 
Under the direction of Granvme Barker. wIh> 
produced the play, some entirely original effect? 
have bern reached in this direction — snch. fat 
instance as giving each of them a distinct ex- 
damation of his own. Instead, of all sboutinp 
the some tUng. and th« result Is very striking 
The piece did not so well when It wss first put 
on. bnt It has been eonsiderablye remodeled 
since, and now ongbt to go very wen Indeed.

- With Edged Tools may be de 
scribed as a stndy of the Englislunan in tbe bnsb 
of the African west coast. Tbat sangniaary en- 
vironment makes a beast of one Briton and a 
man of asother. The human Items in this stor> 
are familiar In British fiction. There Is a prond 
Sir John, whose harshness genda hU son to Africa, 
the Bdgiavia beauty who Is unworthy of the 
tatter, and the simple Xoango girl who Is. The 
yonng man comes back to England with the rlfEht 
girl in prescribed play .fashion. She. however, 
has an admirer In Africa, who makes all sorts of 
trouble, nntll be is tortOred and mutilated b> 
his own slaves, and then sent Imck to climax 
the fourth act, with a terrlVlc death by .'way of 
tbe sleeping sickness.

Elay'azehalc: "A cnrloeity in play and playing 
I afforded by the Whitney Opera House, when 
an English company aopears In Henry Seton Mer- 
rlman's book-play. With Edged Tools. I do not 
know whether the performance or the piece is the 
more archaic. The book is not a -thousand yean, 
old. and there are In the company fairly youn^ 
actors, who have given only l.OTO presentation^ 
of the play in Great Britain. 

"They are a cnrlons. belated little band of Brit 
iahers, and very far from their native pr«>vinces. 
Their acting is tbe pretentions, elaborate, stage 
Bed acting of a day long dead, bnt they go about 
It so earnestly, -with such perfect team wort for 
such Imperfect efforts that one can not bnt bi^ 
kindly disposed.

An American "road" com- 
pany in 'St. Elmo' would not bo more strange to 
liondon. There Is such a tmstfalness In tbe en- 
terprise. The company might have worn Its cos- 
tumes ever the water and carried the scenery In 
Its trunks." 

The Inter Ocean ciMisIders the com>-any ex- 
cellent, bnt criticises the pla.r: "Not half a do>!"i. 
examples of finer acting have been seen In Chi- 
cago in recent years than tbat submitted by a 
company of English players at the Whitney Opera 
House last evening.

to this star. A happy combination still Is tbiy 
of Fiske and Mitchell — that of pleasant mem 
ory in The New Tork Idea and Becky Sharp. 
No other -American who writes for the stage 
has dared to so folly imderstand the high- 
strung, nervous, alert, intellectoal women of 
these United States as lias Mr. Mitchell, anil 
no actress realizes them so successfully as Mrs 
Fiske." - 

Aston Stevens Is perhaps gnllty of tbe 
severest criticism. His remarks in tbe Exam- 
iner accuse the new play of being "ail words:" 

"It Is brilliant, but it is all words. To be 
sure, the actlun of The New Marriage rushes 
like a French farce, precisely like a French 
farce, for tbe action is movement rather than 
real action. 

"Tou are eternally bewildered, but seldom 
satisfied. There is such a restlessness, such a 
shrilling of the nerves.

"There are moments of wonderful situation;

It then l>ecomes tedious, partly because it con- 
tinues its torrent of speech, and partly because 
It turns ont to be a warming over of old'mater- 
iaL It drives one's memory back to Dlvorrons, 
Mrs. Partner, Penelope and Sanee for the Goose.

Mr. S-alch hi> i>t:uled t^'ngs 
at the right pace. E. Bay Goetz has provided 
Jingle that fits the hour. And A. Baldwin Sloane 
has written some music that would net have 
shamed old Sttomberg himself. 

"One of Sloane'g airs is nnescapable. The 
beys on my typewriting machine are dancing 
to it now. It's an air that's In the air. The 
whole tswn wiU know It In a couple of da.vs. 
It is already doomed to a glorious chestnnthno)!." 

The Journal devotes a negligible amount of 
spaee to critldsms. bnt reviews all the acts. 

The Tribune summarises the production In 
these words; 

A Hanky Panky, It seems. Is something with 
girls, music and Jokes, which follows a vaude- 
vlUe prologue. After Miss Mabel Bnnyra's 
lover bad shot her boaband to much applanse. 
and Mr. De Haven had snng of wine and wom^n 
Jocnlarly, there was an intermission. Hanky 
Panky was then Introduced. Tbis was a tern- 
miBcence of tbe old Weberfields entertainments, 
with a -wisp of a burlesque and a stage Jew 
coming Into dramatic conflict with two comic 
Teutons. Mr. Harry Cooper took the place of 
Mr. David Warfleld, and Mr. Ons Sogers and Mr. 
Bobby North Imitated Messrs. Weber and Fields. 
They were very funny for a while. As evidence, 
Mr. Rogers' definition of a qnartet may be sub- 
mitted. 'A quartet,' said he. 'Is composed of 
three men and a tenor.' Mr North, Mr. Rogers 
and Mr. Cooper Indulged In Jest tor a time, 
and tlien Miss (Sertmde Qutnlan . apiieared and 
announced a song entitled She . Is -More to Be 
Pitted than Smallpoxed. 

"A song or ■ two followed, one of them en- 
titled Where the Edelweiss Is Blooming, offered 
by Mr. North, Mr. Bogeta, Miss Mona Desmond 
and another yonng woman, so gracefully and 
rhythmically tliat many encores were the re- 
sult. Somewhere In Hanky Panky there was 
supposed to be a burlesque of Get-RIcb-Qulck 
Walllngford, the most fertile field of burlesque 
tbat tbe American play offers. Bnt Mr. Edgar 
.Smith, the librettist, fell by tbe wayside snd 



failed to puncture that atuffed prophet of our 
popular plays. Tbere were many handsome youne 
women in the chorus, and, strange to lay, the^ 
were not Intrusive." 

Tbe News prints the moat complimentary notire 
of Hanky Panky. excepting tbe American, in 
n-hich latter sheet Jack I.alt spealcs most kludlv 
of tbe new productlou. Ilcaaing its revh^w". 
"Lew Fields to Keseue," the News said: 

"Lew Fields has come to our rescue and 
gufssid what Chicago wanted ail these yearii, 
and if Chicago has Its blinders off,- the new 
Lew Fields American. Music Ball will be the Im- 
mediate goal of tbe wiary one, the blasp piny- 
man aad tbe charming matinee 'woman wlio ne<fl!* 
a cliange. 

"Somehow, the old music hall primped up 
becomingly and lield its big, happy audience 
Joyfully and handsomely. The entertainmeut Is 
— when Jt is tinishtd — to- be rather neart-r real 
French vaudeville than anything else, althotigu 
those who reveled In tbe original Wriicr-Flelils 
shows of many years ago will recognize the 
form and the irresistible variety in tbe aGTalr 
given as a promise last evening. -Always this 
sort of a show must have time to stiidy Its 
audiences, to quli the locality, to sniff at the 
hetls of the town a wblle and learn Its own 
ground tboroughl}-. Last nlgbt things were in 
tbe fidgets and many of tbe best departures 
were smothered by nervous troubles and the In- 
evitable mechanical and decorative shudders in- 
separable fro:it a notable biting off of tbe old 
ends of worn thread and spooling along with 
new.

IN THE LIMELIGHT 



Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personalities of Men Powerful in the WcHrid of 
Amusement, Whether or Not Prominent in the Public Eye 



A purely metropolitan prodnct and 
one of which old Father Knickerbocker 
can well be proud, is Al. H. Woods, 
reputed today to be one of this country's 
biggest venturers in the produdng field, 
who always accomplishes bis aim and 
maik. His life is the story of a man 
who made good even though his start 
was most humble. From The Bowery 
After Dark, with Terry McGovem, 
former lightweight champion of the 
world as its star, to Gypsy Love, with 
Marguerita Sylva, the grand opera 
queen, Dustin and William Famum in 
rbe Littlest Rebel, Madame Sherry or 
nb'an Eltinge, is' a long jump that will 
stand in tmerasable bol«&ess to the credit 
of this producer. 

Woods is as yet but thirty-eight years 
3ld, bom in New York Gty on May 5, 
1873. He was essentially a Bowery type, 
and first felt the necessity of earning his 
own existence about twenty years ago 
at the time when the Bowery was wide 
open and when songs and plays were 
written and centered about it 

One of his early theatrical engage- 
ments, and it might here be isaid that he 
was never known to be interested in any 
other field than the show field, was 
nanager in advance of a burlesque show, 
ihe Gayety Burlesquers. His earning 
capacity when he worked was $25 a week 
at that time, and when he did not work 
he lived the best that he was able. At 
any rate, to quote the conversation with 
which he once revealed his early days to 
nis friends, "the first of December, twen- 
ty years ago. rolled aroimd with Al. 
Woods having but $1.00 in cash, and an 
mspiration of a title for a show." Melo- 
drama was at that time just budding into 
vogue, and he was one of the first to 
conceive the idea of building a show 
around the debauchery, vice and degra- 
dation of this erstwhile famous Ncmt 
York thoroughfare, with which he was 
so mdigenously connected. The title 
that Woods kept as a secret to himself 
during this period was The Bowery 
After Dark, and it was one of his ex- 
tremest pleasures to allow his mind to 
conjure with the possibilities of a pro- 
luction of this type and to revel in its 
opportunities for monetary compensa- 

After sending a dollar of his meager 
amount to Washington in order to se- 
cure the copyright for this title. Woods 
extended his ideas to Sam Harris, now 
S". P'^riner of Geo. M. Cohan, and 
f'aarty Sullivan, a brother of Tim SuUi- 
r^. lioth of whom were confidants and 
"«eparal)les of Woods o the Bowery, 
•ne trio determined to frame iia the 
ftf^S; Moore, now a m;mber 

the Miner Lithographing Company, 
"as prevailed upon to paint the scenery. 
' was his custom to come down to the 
"owery and make the pictures of the 
ijnd disreputable halls in the even- 
ly''- Ihe scenery was conducive t.> the

lines of the play. The procuring of iht 
necessary capital to finance the venture 
was by all means the hardest trial that 
Woods, Harris and_ Sullivan were sub- 
jected to. Their inexperience in thjs 
field made it no easy matter, but their 
perseverance, ambition and their unhesi- 
tating persuasion finally stqod them in 
good stead, and the sum of $3,500 was 
raised. It is now a matter of theatrical 
history how the cost of the ■ production 
was repaid the first season, and, further- 
more, how the play, with its pugilistic 
star made the necessary amount of 
moneiy to bring the melodraina produc- 
ing firm of Sullivan. Harris ^d' Woods 
into prominence. ■ ' ; . : . .| 



After four years in this association. 
Woods broke into the game for himself, 
and for many years was given the title 
of the Melodrama King of America. 
Not one show left his supervision with- 
out containing the maximum of thrills, 
a fact much to his credit in those by- 
gone days. 

At one time. Woods was giveh forty ^ 
weeks each for twenty-five melodramatic ' 
productions in one year by the firm of i 
Stair^ and Havlin, that controlled the, 
circuit of theatres in which productions 
at that time toured the country, making 
a total of one thousand weeks or nearly 
twenty years booking in one . season. 
Shortly after this time the decline in the 



demand for melodrama ensued. Woods 
immediately stopped investing in this 
form of entertainment and looked about 
to discern his new course. One of the 
conducive elements to this desuetude he 
found to be moving picture show and in 
his own words found that the pnblic.was 
getting more for its five and' ten' (xnts 
than he could give it for a dollar. He at 
once decided to enter boldly into the field 
of . high-class shows. Blancbe Walsh 
proved his first stepping stone into' the 
legitimate field. Her vehicle was The 
Test circulated : aroimd ' the - . cotmtry 
through the theatres of Klaw and' Er- 
langer. ' The success of this dramatic 
star red Woods to go in seavdi of~a still 
larger play. A trip to Paris a little more 
than two years Sigo brought a risque 
play, Loute. then a. Continental success^ 
to his attention. Its success was so gen^^ 
uine that he immediately decided to have 
it translated into the English tongue 
with the result that he purchased the 
American, rights and had the English 
adaptation made and presented die United 
States with undeniable sucpess. The Girl 
from- Rector's. After that camci the Girl 
in the Taxi, ; and then in conjunction 
with Frazee and Lederer, Madame 
Sherry was produced. - Julian Eltinge 
was lured from the field, of vaudeville 
to stardom in The Faisctnating Widow 
while Dustin and William Famum are 
now entertaining metropolitan audiences 
in The Littlest Rebel.' ^ G^ic-qpiera w 
also invaded when Woods pla«xd Mar- 
guerita Sylva under a contract for the 
stellar role of Gypsy Love, a production 
which has been generally - conceded to 
be by far, more meritorious than the 
regular run of comic opera entertain- 
ments. Its score is hatrndng and today 
enjoys probably the most widespread 
vogue of any music now being played 
by any theatre orchestra. Seven other 
plays, several of whidi are, in rehearsal, 
are promised production in the near 
future under the Woods banner. They 
are Modest Suzanne, the Love Shop, 
Guy Bates Post in The Challenge, The 
Dancer of Cairo, The Grey Hound, The 
Master of the House and Tantalizing 
Tommy. ■

of this prominent producer as well as 
the list of his successes attest to his 
aggressiveness and to his ability. His 
scliooling was that which could be ac- 
quired in the public schools.

turns, this important factor must be 
given due consideration. 

Then, too, there is no denial of the 
fact that the intensely tropical heat wave 
that swept the country in July had a 
very stagnating and desultory effect on 
business in general The show business 
jis largely dependent upon the other 
trades, and when they experience a lull, 
it is usually transmitted to its brother- 
field. The unrelieved tenure of the heat 
spell burned the crops— and with them 
the farmer's hope and wealth— his abil- 
ity to imbibe the tempting oleasures of 
the tent became more questionable. Thus 
there were undoubtedly many instances 
of rural stations and country towns, 
good in other years, not yielding the 
same revenue this year as of old. 

Again business in general is conceded 
to have suffered a slight relapse during 
the season just drawing to a close. The 
doseness of the banks is a matter of 
common conversation. Many of them 



were most candid in their expressions ol 
desiring to hold on to their mon^, aai 
several promoters report annoying 1 
culties in obtaining loans from the bank- 
ing institutions.

Now there is no justification for pes 
simism as we read the preceding pm 
graphs— the amusement field lus soi 
been losing moneys It has ihade-4iari 
ly one show but that added materia^ 
to its till — but not what they had hoped 
to 'realize. • In short, while money wn 
made, it did not accrue with the rapiditj 
that has characterized its flow in ptt 
vious years. Needless' to observ^ then 
have been several notable exceptions to 
this rule. 

The park game is no less a sufferer, 
The openings of the various amusemon 
resorts were attended with unfavorable 
and inauspicious weather with almost 
exceptions^ New York and Chicago wen 
remarkably indifferent atmosphericall} 
to the park beginnings. The same p^^ 
vailed generally throughout the conti- 
nent.: A bad start beoime accentuated 
by the contintmtion of a raw, unsettled 
barometric condition that did not am 
tribute much justification to open-aii 
sanguinity. Yet it must be admitted 
that since early June, New York and its 
vicinity within a reasonable radius ncvei 
experienced a single rainy Saturday 01 
Sunday until August 26 and 27, at whidi 
time it teemed and poured without ces- 
sation out of shear revenge. 

Peculiarly enough, the parks through 
out the country have suffered much from 
fire. The disastrous Dreamland holo- 
caust on May 29 is still vividly famiUar 
to all in the circle of oarkdom— the sev- 
eral other fires that Coney Island, New 
York, has experienced, the destruction 
of Chutes Park, San Francisco on the 
same day, the duo of fires at Olentangj 
Park, Columbus, O., May 28 and July 16, 
the damage wrought Electric Park, Kan- 
sas City, Mo. by flames on June 21, the 
mysterious but luckily discovered fire 
which entailed a $20,000 loss at River 
view, Chicago, the conflagration that 
laid low Chester Park, Cincinnati, on 
August 14, the loss of the main exposi- 
tion building at Dixieland Park, Jack- 
sonville, Florida, will long stand out « 
a woeful list of casualties in park his- 
tory.' 

To the. competitors of these unfortu- 
nates, their disappearance or disabiliiqr, 
whichever the case happened to w. 
proved an advantage, as Luna Park and 
Steeplechase, Coney Island, gained ma- 
terially by the absence of their foinier 
competitor, that had reached the status 
of popularity in song. 

The other parks, unaffected by thest 
unfortunate and imnatural conditions, 
have not, however, experienced tbe sea- 
son they had looked anticipatingly toy 
ward to. The majority of them are dis- 
gruntled and feel that marty of their 
carefully devised aiid fondly <l«i^*' 
schemes, planned so enthusiastically a»f 
ing the cold winter months, failed to 
maintain their ideality when put into op- 
eration. There is no use: covering up tw 
fact that the parks have not wnnessf 
the best of their seasons— veiy few nave 
lost money— but Very few have made wg 
money. Every projprletor has been aiw 
to deposit a snrplus in the bank eaffl 
week, but when taking in the fact 
he is occupied merely six months of w

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Growth and Develop ment of the Moving Picture 

Few Brief Years Record the Most Rapid and Healthy Growth in this Fieljd of 
Amusement Ever Witnessed in the Business of Catering to the 
Public's Desire for Entertainment —The End 
Is Not Yet, Nor In Sight 



It was in the year of. 18?4, in July, at 
Keith's Union Square Theatre , in New 
York, that the cinei^atograph was first 
revealed. There had been two previous 
efforts in PhiladelpWa to' evolve the mo- 
tion picture. One was called the Eidolo- 
scope, while the other was given the 
name of Vitascope, but it was the Lu- 
miere invasion of East 14th Street that 
first attracted the public, to a large ex- 
tent 

Mr. Keith had..it is true, been prosper- 
ing with the pretty little theatre, for it 
was in the second year of his r^me 
that the craze for motion pictures was 
inaugurated. The receipts at the box- 
ofiSce had been averaging about $3,500 a 
week (Stmday performance then being 
tabooed), and the era of refined vaude- 
ville which came with &e influx of legiti- 
mate actors bad not thoroughly devel- 
oped until late in the year 1895. 

Before the cinematograph had been 
installed a month, the receipts had 
jumped to $7,000 a week, though the cost 
of its use to the management was prac- 
tically nil — ^in fact, during its greatest 
vogne, a weekly royalty of $50 was suffi- 
dent compensation for the inventors. 
There were not over twenty vaudeville 
theatres in the country at this period, 
but in all of these the cinematograph was 
<taickly made a stellar feature, witli a re- 
sult which may easily be surmised. 

After the cinematograph came the bi- 
ograph, which gave perhaps the finest 
display of motion photography seen to 
this day. Its inventor was Herman Cas- 
ter of Canastota, N. Y. The biograph 
was also available to amusement cater- 
ers at a weekly royalty of about $50. Its 
value as a drawing attraction was so 
great almost from the outset that vaude- 
ville theatres came into being all aver the 
country. ,, 

la due time there were a dozen differ- 
ent devices, tmtil the theatres' began to 
purchase their own machines, and give 
to them an appropriate name, so that 
if a theatre was known as the Bijou it 
would be the Bijougraph ; or if the man- 
ager's name was Smith or Jones, he 
would call it the Smithgraph or the 
Jonesscope. 

During the first five years of the vogue 
of the moving pictures there were not 
wanting many indications suggestive of 
warring interests— a few of the theatres 
had even eliminated it from their pro- 
grams and others availed themselves of 
its use as a "chaser," which means that 
when the auditorium was overcrowded 
and another audience awaiting entrance, 
pictures would be thrown on the screen 
which had been seen before by the seat-, 
ed audience, and thus an exodus was 
treated. 

In the year 1900 the va&deville theatres 
of this country were amalgamated into 
a sort of booking trust, and this proced- 
ure was followed by the organization of 
a secret protective society called The 
While Rats, the latter resentiiig the 
methods practiced by the managerial 
combine— and this resulted m a bitter 
strife, which ended in the fimous White 
■wts strike. At a eiven inoment, almost 



at the press of a button, every member 
of the actors' association walked , out 
of the theatres. The managers were 
wholly tmprepaxed for this emergency, 
and it was thus diat the efficiency of the 
moving picture was revealed, for those 
managers who were not compelled to 
dose altogether, were able to keep open 
solely through the help of the camera 
man. 



tor of all, the five cent store theatre. 
These were first located in East 14th 
iStreet and tJiroughout 125th Street.. They 
were called at this period "The Nicolet," 
and the first to enter this branch of the 
industry was J. Austin Fynes, who was 
the one to first secture the dnematograph 
for Mr. Keith.

This State of affairs soon caused new 
developments. Archie L. Sheppard was 
the first to give an entire entertainment 
with a moving machine. He had as 
many as a dozen in as many different 
theatres of the East simultaneously, until 
it became the custom for managers of 
theatres, when they could obtain no pro- 
lific attraction, to fill all their vacant 
dates through Mr. Sheppard's entertain- 
ments, while the latter secured the Man- 
hattan Theatre (now the site of the 
Gimbel Stores), which was the first reg- 
ular theatre in New York used for this 
purpose. His success was prodigious, 
and although he had the theatre only 
from month to month, he and his sticces- 
sor, William J. Gane, were enabled to 
remain there nearly two years, amass- 
ing a fortune as a result. 

In the meantime every manufacturer 
of stereopticons, magic lanterns and 
caldum lights, entered the gold-laden 
field, and then cam^ the most active fac- 



stated that at one time there were 600 of 
these in Greater New York alone, and 
more than 30,000 in the rest of the coun- 
try. 

The expansion became so prqnotmced 
that millions of dollars were invested, 
not only iii the exhibition side of the in- 
dustry, but in all the large cities and in 
all the capitals of Europe, large corpor- 
ations were organized for the manufac- 
ture of films. The largest of these con- 
cerns are the Pathe Freres, the Edison 

. Company, the Gaumont Company and 
the Vitagraph Co. In all there are over 
one hundred; corporations, $ome capital- 

. ized in the millions. ■ « 

I One of the first to enter the field in 
Upper New York was Marcus Loew. He 
had been running a penny arcade, but 

I found that the craze for moving pictures 
was reducing his receipts, so he divided 
his auditorium into two parts, and in one 
he gave the regulation exhibit of moving 
pictures at a five cent admission scale.

This man is now a minionaire. . His ac- 
tivity has been all within the last 'five!: 
years: Today he has a dozen theatres m -: 
Greater New York alone. Some of 
these are the Yorkville, Lincoln Square, 
the Bijou in Brooklyn, and the Colum- ' 
bia in the same borough. Mr.- Loew has 
erected two theatres of prodigious size in 
Harlem and the Bronx, opened this fall, 
and. in all he has at least thirty theatres, 
which he either owns, leases or controls. 

Less than four years ago William 
Fox, , a man still on the sunny .side of 
thirty years, opened one of these store 
theatres in ' Brooklyn, the. first in use 
there; then he took the profits of this 
and they were large enough to enable 
him to purchase the leases of two the- 
atres in New York, the Dewey, in East 
14th Street, and the Gotham, in 125th 
Street. The combined rental was not 
far from $100,000 a year. Yet the profits 
were so £;reat that in the short period 
of his sway he has become a very rich 
man. He has added five other theatres 
in Greater New York to his list, and a few 
months ago he' amazed his colleagues 
by leasing the Academy of Music,- pay- 
ing a rental of $100,000 a year for a prop- 
erty which cost its owners only three 
times as much. Mr. Fox also is mter- 
ested in the New City Theatre on East 
14th Street, and is building a new and 
gorgeous establishment at 149th Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue, which will be ' 
ready for operation this fall 

One has but to observe the policy of ; 
the firm' of Keith and Proctor in order to 
become impressed with the amazing re- 
sults which come to those who labor in 
this field. This firm has seven theatres 
in Greater New Yorl^ but only one, the 
Fifth Avenue, is' used for the policy 
which this firm is supposed to stand for, 
all of the others are run on a five and ten 
cent scale, and llie profits from their 
conduct are simply stupendous, unbeliev- 
able. 

Mr. Proctor, besides the theatres 
whidi he controls in conjunction with Mr. 
Keith, has a dozen in the smaller cities, 
such as Albany, Troy. Elizabeth, Plain- 
field and Mount Vernon. In the latter 
dty, where I happen to reside, up to two 
years ago, it was never possible to main- 
tain a theatre with a profit, but Mr. Proc- 
tor, by the simple process of installing a 
moving picture machine within the walls 
of a theatre which he had made look at- 
tractive in a manner which he so thor- 
oughly understands, has made a verit- 
able gold mine for himself. No week 
passes that at least fifty per cent of the 
population does not enter the auditorium, 
and it is a common sight to see a_ thou- 
sand persons waiting: in the lobbies, or 
on the sidewalk for a chance to enter, 
and this, too, despite that there are two 
other theatres in this small town pros- 
pering with the same policy. 

Will it last? This query is put to me 
almost every day. There does_ not seem 
to be any indication that in this genera- 
tion we will see any important dedine, 
though the store theatre is gradually giv- 
ing way to large and commodious estab- 
lishments, where a combination of mov- 
ing picture films is seen with vaudeville 
acts of a minor order, but the outlook is 
now for theatres of enormous size, where 
the prices of admission will be from 5 to 
25 cents, and where an effort will be 
made to present a superior type of en- 
tertainment. The danger lies in the edu- 
cating of the moving picture audiences 
to a state where they will not -be satis^ - 
fied with an ordinary performance, .and if 
the prices are increased in order to make 
possible a higher grade of presentation, 
then will these audiences stampede 'the 
regular vaudeville theatres, where the 
difference in price of admission is be- 
coming less ^laient all Hie time-

A RJNK MANAGER'S SUGGESTION.

The BUlboiird: 

I am pleased te see the efforts of The Bill- 
board to stimulate Interest among owners and 
managera of roller rinks by devoting space in 
your valuable publication each week to Ideas 
and Informatiou relative to the roller skating 
game thrnaghoot the world. 

I am plcsse,! to contribute a few Ideas and 
tnut that we may hear from other managera 
tbronsh yonr columns, as we all can. If we 
will, learn aomethliv that wOI do os good from 
the "otlier fellow." 

I am Just now la my sixth consecutive akat- 
ing aeaaon here on the Pacific Coaat. and each 
season has been satisfactory from every angle. 

I am frank tb say and fully believe that tbe 
toller skating gsme has settled down to a busi- 
ness rather than being a' fad. as aome are 
pleased to call It. Experience and observation 
has tanght tlut the rink which is properly 
conducted and kept physically and morally 
clean, baa been and will be a paying proposl- 
tioa year after year. One of the mistakes 
of many rink managers in times past has been 
that they have been too eager to get all the 
money In sight in too abort a time, and they 
have not paid enough attention aa to bow or 
from whom they were getting It. In other 
worda, they have not been discriminating enough 
as to the character and class of their patron- 
age. I nave always contended that if a certain 
person or any nnmber of persons are objection- 
able to a few of yonr lietter class patrons, yoo 
had better get rid of the objectionable ones as 
quickly as pcssible, as they keep away many 
others. 

Nearly every one is ready to tell and believe 
everything tad abont you rather than the good, 
so our rinks should be so conducted that the 
majority will speak only good of them. 
; There alw-iys has iieen. and nn doubt will be. 
certain knockers against the roller rinks. This 
we can not well avoid, but In a nnmber of 
paaes of "knocklbg" that I have sifted down. I 
And that the bitr noise baa been made either by 
n>me one who has been denied the privilege of 
the rink becanae of the character of tbe per- 
son or of violation of tbe rules, or else by some 
one who has never been in the rink, bnfc.who 
has carried a '^groncta" from the rink, icraxerof 
twenty-flve year8''ago. ■■!»:k'> ' 

There' is no -reason in 'the world why.i-the 
roller rink should not be a permanent place 
of pnhllc amusement and at all times afford 
pleasureable pastime and recreation to .:i*ef 
masses ;be same aa tbe theatres and dancIcR.

American critics were probably expecting the 
greatest actress of modem times, and when thry 
went and saw just a real clever artist there was 
bonnd to be disappointment. There are some 
clever artists In the United States, It mast 
be remembered, and fer any partlcBlu person 
to make a ten-strike there, one'mnst .sot be 
Just clever: one mnst be really great. 

The Paris , critics say some of the American 
cTlUclsms. were "simply comical." '<We.. think 
our American confreres will come back on their 
Irst Impressions when they shall have become 
accnstemed. not to the artist, but. .to the style 
of piece she plays." he says. How long does It 
take to become accustomed to sncb pieces? We 
have had the best of French shows brought 
over to America for the last goodly nvmber of 
years, and still we seem to have made no 
progress. We have had Henry Bernstein's 
pieces, too— Samson, The Thief, etc. — and we 
haven't budged. It would seem, (torn oar be- 
nighted stand. 

These things are mentioned, not beeaose what 
the Paris critic says la ImpcH'tant, but liecause 
his doing so Is a libel on American actors, ae- 
tiesses. managers and authors. For, It Amer- 
ican critics don't know what real acting la by 
now. It' Is certainly the fault of all these. How- 
ever, 1, for one, am not worrying. The Amer- 
ican theatre as an Instltntlon Is the equal of 
the French theatres or of any theatre. And 
American artists can not be surpassed In this 
or In any other contitry. wbether It be In the 
so-called "emotional" acting or in roles re- 
lectlng "real llfe.",^ 

Americana will , agree, with the French critic 
on at least one <>f . ills inslnoatlons; to wit. 
Americans and French ^legaid pltys In a dlf- 
fereni light. Higher .do U Is .KCOtded . that 
The Bluebird,, the, beadUtDl Maeterlinck play, 
has been withdrawn, here In Paris. It had a 
comparatively short run. , It started late last 
season, quit early In the spring and was re- 
flved this fall only becanse there was nothing 
else handy with whIcS to start the early season 
Kolog. It didn't get the people, so Madame 
Ham-Gene was revived In its stead.

Those 
Ikat went to be shocked were gmsbc disap 
pointed. Ttts world, tbe Been and tlw devil 
got the wnst of it. Always tbe aomnoos Ty- 
rone Power dominated.. For three long acts 
his dnsty. Intensely whiskered hermit rooted 
tlie pagans. 

"I did. not wait to gee tbe betmlt's fall 
In tbe laat act and his regeneration at the 
kanda of the splrltaallzed conrtesan. That 
coold not bare altered tbe scales. The balance 
was too nnmlstaknbly on Mr. Power's side. 
His great booming, bodefnl voice, bis large 
^oplietie gesture, his glazed hypnotic eye. were 
all too mncb for the heavy sednctlons of Miss

"He is a giant of force, this rnde anchorite 
that Mr. Power hag fashioned from the none 
too aiitroaa words ofDmnratlst Pan! Wilftach. 
He strikes terror where be stalks. Beauty 
shrinks. Paganism takes to Its heels. I 
have seen many an oppressed Christian on the 
stage in my yonng time, bat this Is the first 
time I saw a stageful of snppreased Pagan. 

"In a word. Power's acting was so robustly 
good that it defeated the Intention of the 
day. Poor Aphrodite and her foilowera were 
>eIIowed ont of court. There was no trial, 
no contest, no conflict." 

Percy Hammond's review In the Tribune was 
somewhat satirical, saying in part: 

"Mr. Tyrone Power la alone In the Imper- 
sonation of ulKontb and Eonocoasly majestic 
Characters addicted to metrical speech, and so 
he iMoms and strides throngb the limping 
measnres of Mr. WUstach's Thais, an impressive 
if somewllat sepulcliral figure. 

"Be Is the Theban hermit of the play, who 
endeavors to - Improve the siiectacular Alexan- 
drine conrtesan and who finds that though 
the spirit la willing the flesh is weak. It Is, 
thus, bis office to stalk hither and thither and 
with melancholy visage and lugubrious atter- 
ance to annonnce to all within bis voice tbat 
death Is the wages or lin. With flptntned eye 
and outspread arm against a gaudy background 
of revelers and obliging stage Ughta he ap- 
pears as the sconrge of pleasure, the stressed, 
balf-fanatic, sandaled, long-haired, fall-blooded 
creatnre of the desert, tmshaven and unashamed. 
His step is imperial, bis aspect horrific. When 
he roars Mr. WUstach's platitudes langbta 
ceases and the red lights of Alexandria go 
out. He is the klil-loy, the death's bead at 
the feast, and wben be gets Into proper action 
all the pearls and all the fnliiea of the slim 
and elegant Nlclas are as paste. Thais, the 
belle of Egypt, trans him Into the desert and 
die sanctimoniously in snnllgbt and in peace. 

O. L. Ball In the Jonraal: 

"Those ftdlowers of the stage who have an 
admiration for eroticism and who have already 
Indnlged In a peep of Mary Garden's throbbing 
impersonation of the Alexandrian courtesan in 
Massenet's and Galet's operatic version of Ana- 
tole Erance'a story of Thais are now Invited to 
Powers' Theatre to glimpse a non-slnging Thais 
In a play made by Paul Wilstach. There they 
may follow the story of the sinning woman 
who becomes a saint and the saint who becomes 
a man.' The converaion of the alren and the 
tainting of the fanatic occnr In an elaborate 
pictorial environment and whoever can be pleased 
by a procession of pictnres will be pleased with 
Tbals. The producer has endeavored to materi- 
alize the highly atmospheric descriptive pas- 
sages of the novel and he has had some suc- 
cess. His pictnres represent a huge expen- 
dltnre. a much greater expenditure than the 
play deserves, for It is very spare of frame. 
It' has no vaulting dramatic interest and It gives 
little opportunity fiK Important actlns."

The work of Amelia Gardner as tbe wire, 
Florence Keed as the adventuress, and Dodson 
Mitchell as the family friend, was especially 
commendable.' 

Amy Leslie in the Kews was quite enthnslas- 
tic, and said in part: "Not only vromen, but 
men. the .right sort of men and th^- wrong sort, 
sobbed and wept over a .play from the German, 
which Mr. Frazee brought to his theatre, the 
Oort, last night, with a wiendid company, not 
well rehearsed, but sulBciently efTective. 

"Across the water, in that land where home 
means so much, and family ties and respect 
run a much higher average tban among ns. the 
original German play is still running In Vienna 
and Berlin, though a year or so must have passed 
since Its premiere. Edgar James has taken the 
German play and adapted It rigidly without giv- 
ing credit either to the anthor or language, to 
which he is Indebted. That la a new add en- 
tirely unnecessary departure from usnal literary, 
etlanette. He calls bis play The Master of the 
House, which is a plain word translation of the 
original German title of tbe play. It has a ter. 
rifle Index-flngcr to point at the matrimonlsl 
tangle In which divorce, trumped np and shame- 
less, stands zevealA. People who do not go to 
the theatre to weep will be moved to tears, and 
the hysterical wIU revel divinely under the 
pointed tlimsts of truth bandied so baldly in the 
theme and so openly by Mr. James' excellent 
English." 

Asbton Stevens In the Examiner was of quite 
a different opinion, and bad this to say: "A plar 
ten tines as good would fall of its mark with 
this nnrefgrmed singer In the foreground. His 
pemrmance affronts Intelligence. It is like 
some terrible staffed aOavenlr of comle opera. 
It chants, it cadences^ It wblnnles and whines, 
it moves grotesQuely and Hdlcnlonsly. it does 
everything bnt act. 

"Of course i&, Steger Is everywhere sur- 
rounded by his lietters. but the importance of 
his part lends an importance to his wretch'd 
acting which Is ont of an proportion. Mr. Sie- 
ger's part Is tbe play, and there you are. 

"It was very difficult to see fhronEli him. 
or over, or nnder. or beside, or t>eneatb him. 
There In the middle of tho vista was an actor 
completely incompetent of even suggestinz whit 
the author Is driving at. It was work for me. 
and unpteasant work. It was like trying to V*- 
ten to a atring Ijaartet with tbe flrst violli ont 
of tune. And in my fear of blaming the pl-v 
for Its actor I fear I tried to overestimate llie 
valne of the play. 

"Sizing it now without the blighting Dtos- 
ence of Mr. Steger. without his fearfnl vncallzn- 
tions of perfectiv simple and ordinary pieces of 
sneech. I can not discover where The 5l!is*er of 
the Bonse Is of anr great appeal to the Amer- 
ican playgoer. It is too heavy for comedy and 
too trivial for tragedy," . 

O. L. Hall In the Jonmal. has the following 
shows, was Impressed with the play bnt not 
the star: "The theatrical grab-has at last has 
yielded to the Cort Thentte something closely 
resembllnB a play. The Matter of the House, a 
piece taken over from tbe German, received Its 
'nrmal prmlnction tli->re last night, and despite 
the large amonnt of bad acting that was be- 
stowed npon Its leading role, it cave pleasure 
fo a nnm»rou5 audience, which wept coplonsly 
and gave many other expressions of approval. 

"The p'ay his. been Englished by Edgar James, 
an adapter with whose history I am not famil- 
iar. It may be said of bim tbat he writes well: 
that Is, he makes a good choice of words. The 
tblnia said by the characters la Us play have 
meaning .ind more tban ordinary Interest. The 
adapter !a not always skllfnil la Ms carpentry. 
4nd bis play snlfers often from loose constmetloa 



— sometimes from a false arrangement of mate- 
rials, sometimes from neglect to Indicate char- 
acter, sometimes from an abuse of the Invitation 
to be comic. It may he taKen for sranteu. now- 
ever, that most of these faults were found In 
the German original. The character of tbe pla.v 
may be indicated by comparing it with A Fool 
There Wis. and The Penalty. It U very Illie 
both of those pieces in subject matter, but it Is 
a very much better play than cither. It con- 
tains several interesting ebaraetera, and tbe op- 
portunities it provides the players often are 
very good."

"Blllda now cries for the protection of ner 
hnsbaod. He offers it, yet she will not ac- 
cept it.

How the pair vaporize over this 
contradiction only those who have read or sat 
through the play can understand. At last Wan- 
gel— sensible man!— gives tbe nenrotic lady her 
own way. Left to her sweet will, she decides 
to remain, and sends the stranger abont bis 
business. Prestol The problem Is solved. 
Meanwhile one atcpdanghter had contracted 
loveless marriage with a bore and another 
has promised a consumptive artlat tbat she 
will keep lilm ever in her tlwnghts. And 
there you are after five acts of doll, eventless 

"WSllc the play progressed the rain pattered 
on the root — a strangely appropriate accom- 
panlment to a fog-i>ound drama." 

The Times gave a synopsis of the play and 
confined its review to remarking on the In- 
dlTldnal actors In the caat, as the following 
attests: _ . _ , . 

"Acting honors went to Hedwig Keicher. 
the yonng (}erman actress, who. several years 
ago, left her public at Hie IrvlDg Place Theatre 
to iiecome an English-speaking actress, and who 
has acQuitted herself so well in the new 
tongue. As EUida, the Lady from the Sea. ahe 
found a means of expreealng the complexity of 
tb- character and of tbe almost innumerable 
emotians that the character felt. Especially 
good was she at the end of the second act, 
at the conclusion of EUIda's confession to Wan- 
gel, and in tlie aeene with the retmned sailor 
in the third act, and la the pleading scene 
with Wangel in tbe fonrth. 

"Donald Bobertson, out of whose Chicago 
theatre the Drama Playem had their being, 
played Dr. Wangel in a way to emphasize the 
contradictory character of Mrs. Wangel. Tbe 
schoolmaster was played by Lionel Belmore, 
the sailor by Sheldon Le^ls. the eonsnmptlve 
youth Lyngstrand by A, Hylton Allen, the 
two daughters by Barbara Hail and Benee 
Kelly, and the queer character of Ballested, an 
all-arotmd artist, by Edward Emery." 

The Son spoke deiiteoatlngly ot the play 
and its Interiffeters; 

"The Lady of tbe Sea was never acted bere 
before In the vernacular, although It seems 
improbable that the drama could tiave escaped 
our active German theatres. That it has been 
brought forward at this day Is an evidence 
of the sporadic survival of tbe Ibsen myth. 
There are acres of plays Jnst. as poor wUcb no 
manager or association would ever think of 
dragging from their dnsty graves. If any com- 
mercial manager produced The Lady from tbe 
Sea, his family and friends would summon 
tbe Insanity experts or send him away for ob- 
servation. 

"As a si>ecimen of dramatic aberration that 
once Interested a large nnmber of readers — 
theatregoers were never, interested in Ibsen in 
this country — of plays, it might be thocght 
worth while to {dace this five-act riddle before 
the public. All the boot owls that In all 
tongues sat in solemn Judgment on tbe Ibsen 
theatres were never able to dig mncb of a 
message oat of this play. Most ef the con- 
temporaneous comment .on the work generally 
referred to the author's life at tbe time It was 
written, or to his youth or bis health or 
something tbat was not perceptible in the 
drams — as If a work for the stage did not 
have to etand or fall by the impreealon which 
it makes in action entirely independent of any 
external influences." 

Alan Dale said so, too: that is. he didn't 
like tbe show at all. What be said is- prac- 
tically contained In tbe other reviews, but, of 
conse. he said hia say more — let's see. whnt's 
the word?— facetiously. 

New York, Sov. TO (Special to The Billboard). 
— The Drama Players of Chicago failed In Ibsen's 
gloomy drama The Lady from the Sea, but 
redeemed themselves in every particular last 
night in Moliere's Les Femmes Savantes; or The 

Learned Ladles, as it Is called In the trans- 
lation of Curtis Hidden Page. 

The Change frran the fog-boond Ibaen drama 
to the dellgbtfnl MoUere comedy was like com- 
ing from ' tbe dark into tbe ennsblne. The 
Learned Lsdies is a comedy that requires com- 
petent acting to bring forth its true values, 
and in this respect the Chicago company met 
all requirements. Far from being antique, the 
play almost touches upon a most modern theme, 
and while not e-vactly a propaganda for suf- 
fragettes, there Ig room for argument. 

A small audience greeted the plavcts, the 
failure In Ibsen probably m.iklng the public 
I doubtfnl of tbe company's ability to do justice 
to MoUere. 

Both andlehee and crltles, however, were as 
voluminous in tlielr praise of the letter's com- 
e<l.v as they had been scathing In their de- 
minoiation of the Ibsen drama. 

Al.m Dale In the American said In part: 

"Just the same. The Learned Ladies proved 
to be delicious. Its smtltc rang as trne toilav 
as It did in the seventeenth century. And 
seeing It actetl, one realizes how many, many 
pla.vs It bas influenced. Think of the modem 
dramas, with every one In 'full evening dress,' 
in which .lust this Idea occurs, and occurs 
not one-half as wittily! And how up-to-date It 
seemed! How almost snffragettlsh! Ponder 
npon tbe years and years that have pnsseil 
since Mollere wrote Les Femmes Savantes, 
end marvel at its almost splck-and-s|nin bright 
ness. its discreet humor and Its delicacy. 

"One need not he a classic-monger to appre- 
ciate last night's i>erformance. One need not 
wear long hair or own a high-brow. Anv 
'mixed' audience could tackle this delightful 
comedy, even If it be not interlarded with 
the slang of the day and the coined verbiage 
of Lobster Square. In fact, Tbe I.enrn^-d Tidies 
•went big.' People laughed spontaneously, ns 
they can never laugh at Shakespeare. One frit 
so ardnons. sepse of duty In trying to offer 
appreciation. It was easy. One got Into the 
high-comedy mood steadily, and tbe fancy of 
the thing told! 



"The piece bad the advantage ot a slDguliir. 
ly good interpretation. If tbe Drama PlBvcrs 
can keep this sort of thing up — then all h^ii'i 
ao themi They began very lttaiw,>ldoi>siy 
with Ibsen, but they did get into the Molier'- 
vein, and theie was no let-up. The etaglni 
was perfectly adequate ami the production haa 
tbe 'atmosphere' that Ibsen on Monday lacked.

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IN THE LIMELIGHT 



Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personailities of Men Powerful in the World of 
Ainusement, Whether or Not Proniiri^nt in the Public Eye 



The most promineBt figure "itf the pro- 
ducing sphere today is probably that of 
David Belasco. Such is his prestige in 
the theatrical realm- that the mere men- 
tioD of his name .ynonymous to artis 
try in its most highly developed form — 
finesse and deftness of sbtge dii-ection 
and mastery In ; dramatization. This 
man has taken his place in the age when 
drama and stage production were strug- 
gling boldly to the front, and it was un- 
der his accomplished hand that they 
reached the highest level yet attained. 
Amongst his contemporaries, and it will 
be the same amongst his successors, his 
oame has lent itself to an adjective trib- 
ttte, "Belascoan that stands for all that 
Baconian, the tribute awarded the emi- 
nent litterateur, means in the world of 
tetters. In his private life, Belasco is 
ouch devoted to fruitful theory and 
esthetic thought, as his practical accom- 
plishments in authorship, stage craft and 
dramatization can readily lend testimony 
ta 

David Belasco was born in. San Fran- 
cisco on the 25th of July. 18i59, the son 
of Humphrey Belasco and Rena, nee 
Martin, both of whom had been natives 
•f the British Isles. Their son's educa- 
tion was begun by a Catholic priest at 
Vancouver, British Columbia, and ter- 
ninated at Uncohi College, in California 
in the year of 1875.. His propensity 
toward the stage jgave' evidence of itself 
at an early period and several of his 
omtemporary biographers point with 
pleasure to his toy, theatre, (a present of 
Ws parents) upon the stage of which 
•elf-dramatized versions of his nurs- 
ery books were produced. The initial 
product of his pen was written at the 
IW of fourteen entitled Jim. Black or 
** Regulator's Revenge, and was acted 
^ himself and friends. It is an inter- 
«»ting item to note that the youthful 
ProUgonlat met with disappointment at 
*e expiration of the second act when 
««*eral of the boyish supers became un- 
ruly. 

In his actual commercial career Be- 
••sco started as call boy at the Bald- 
jnn Jlicatre, San Francisco, rising to 
~* P'"? 't'on of stage manager in the 
J*»r 1878, a fact which accounted him 
me youngest stage manager of the Paci- 
«c Hope. From the companies that he 
«rectc(l at this period several prom- 
"ent actors and actresses, who later 
«veioj,c<l into celebrated stars, found 
"""r t.rst employment Between his di-

rectorship at this opera house as well 
as his next associations in the same 
capacity af the Grand Opera House and 
the Metropolitan Theatres in the Cali- 
fornia metropolis, Belasco perfected 
himself in his art and laid the found- 
ation of his present reputation. During 
all this period he was as busy when away 
from the footlights as when near them, 
dramatizing novels, adapting foreign 
plays and doing original work. It is 
estimated that something like one hun- 
dred plays were produced with varying 
success during this period of stock. In 
1880 the Malldry Brothers engaged Be- 
lasco to take charge of their Madison 
Square Theatre in New York, where 
they gave him control of their produc- 
tions. It was here that he gained his 



first pronounced success as an author — 
namely May Blossom in 1884. Previous 
to this time, however, he had enjoyed 
several productions that gained notable 
popularity, chief amongst which were 
La Belle Russe, Valeria and Hearts of 
Oak. While at the historic New York 
playhouse he wrote Lord Chtml^ to- 
gether with Henry C De Mill^ whidi 
started E. H. Sothem tipon his pros- 
perous career. His association with De 
Mille in both commercial and social cir- 
cles is responsible for The Wife and The 
Charity Ball, which was produced at the 
Lyceum Theatre. Next Belasco w:rote 
Men and Women for Charles Frohiman 
which was presented at Proctor's Twen- 
ty-third street Theatre. Together with

•der agrel' Not one had been abroad for 
tuition, and .the strangest part of the 
wiieite procednire Is the fact that mod- 
-em vaudeville gave these young ladies 
tiielr opportunity.. 

Thousands of young and iimbltious 
musicians are maturing every year in 
this country, as a result of the great 
■expansion in musical endeavor. 

Counting the better class of moving 
picture theatres— and these are grad- 
^lly becoming more Important— there 
Are six thousand vaudeville theatres 
In this country. lK>ng since it was dis- 
-covered that moving pictures alone 
would not suffice for the public enter- 
tainment, this has resulted in a' de- 
mand for good music These theatres 
have one night set apart in each week 
for trial performances. ■ Tlirongh this 
method opportunity has been given to 
unknown persons of talent. A case in 
illustration will convey to the reader 
that such opportunity Is not to be be- 
Uttled:

m«»t clasdcal numbers. The idea that 
this youi^ lady would find a career for 
herself was so little entertained, that 
no name was announced, but after her 
first performance, Mr. Hammerstein 
engaged her for the rest of the week, 
and annoanced her as "Tvette." At 
once the yoimg vloliniste became a 
po^ve feattureTand liien, what do you 

•appose happened? "Yvette" -was en- 
gaged for the following week as the 
headliner in the downstairs theatre. 
-Her salary was in the hundreds, with 
every Indication that It will be listed In 
four figures before a year elapses. 

Is this an nnnsnat case? By no 
means!- Ninety per cent of the better 
class of artists new finding vogue In 
vaudeville have come forth in a quite 
similar manner. 



Five years ago. Eva Tanguay was 
glal to get $100 a week. Today the 
managers fight for her services al) 
$2,500 for each seven days, and Ger- 
trude SoSman, who now is paid $3,500 
a week, less than three years ago had 
ifilfflculty to secure a New York opening. 

Vaudeville Is the mecca for the mu- 
sically talented. The writer Is treating 
the subject In the knowledge that this 



vaudeville managers were invited to 
come to the little hall where the troupe 
of novices were practicing. All of the 
voices 'were excellent, the ensemble 
work surprised the managers.

A little discrimination in presenta- 
tion will meet with reward. A novel 
idea In the way of a sketch to effective- 
ly Introduce a number of clever musi- 
cians Is a sight draft on the box office. 
A number of singers recently found 
their church choir positions irksome. 
Although they possessed no stage ex- 
perience whatever, they rehearsed 
together a scene from Faust in cos- 
tume.

The day has long 
since passed when it will injure even 
an established celebrity to appear in 
vaudeville; heiice, those who work to 
achieve fame need not hesitate. The 
future of vaudeville depends' on the un- 
known and undiscovered talent.

WILL THE PUBLIC STAND FOR 
INCREASE PRICES IN OUR 
TH EATR ES. 

By BOBEBT OBAV. 

Because the directorate of the Metro- ' 
politan Opera House has found It ad- 
-vlsable to Increase the rate from 15.00 
to $6.00 for the less than one thousand, 
seats on Its lower floor; and the public 
to which this institution caters has 
seemingly approved of the procedure, 
does not indicate that any effort to In- 
crease the price of orchestra seats In 
our theatres to $2.S0 would be toler- 
ated. 

It Is true that two music halls of the 
continental type have already Inauga- 
rated in theXong A.cre District a policy 
along these lines. This does not estab- 
lish any precedent, however, for these 
two institutions are unique and the 
managerial Intent Is, no doubt, to cater 
to an exclusive patronage. Nor does 
the fact that London theatres charge 
the Increased price for the best seats 
Justify the attempt here. One or two 
managers may try it. but to increase 
the prices twenty per cent in the reg- 
ular hlgta-priced theatres as a whole is 
a very serious matter, and the present 
writer does not believe that such a 
thing will come to pass in the near 
future. 

Such establishments as the Hippo- 
drome, the Manhattan Opera House 
and the Grand Opera House, by reason 
of their vast seating capacity, are pre- 
senting the very best attractions at an 
admission scale below the charge of 
"two-dollar houses" and, • as they can 
accommodate alone 12,000 persons at 
one performance, it is not to be ques- 
tioned that any attempt to raise prices 
finally would result in a tremendous 
vogue for the establishments above 
specified and would also soon cause 
others to hasten to cover by reducing 
prices. - 

Moreover, admitting .that expenses 
are now twenty-five per cent greater 
than twenty years ago, who can deny 
that receipts for a compelling attrac- 
tion are today three times as large as 
in that day. This may sound but 
strange to those who do not deliberate, 
but a business of $6,000 to $8,000 a 
week in a Broadway theatre was a goal 
to which managers aimed, and when 
achieved, made them proud. . . 

The big runs at Daly's, -Wallack's, 
the Union Square and Booth's Theatres 
are surely representative of the best 
that was possible in other days, yet 
none of these ever averaged more than 
$7,000 or $8,000 for the biggest kind of 
a hit, whereas today a theatre like the 
Knickerboclcer. the New Amsterdam 
or the Broadway, will play to nearly 
$5,000 on a Saturday alone, and a 
week's business of nearly $20,000 Is not 
unusual — ^in fact, common. 

"Who ever heard of stars like J. K. 
Emmett, John McCulIOUgh, Lawrence 
Barrett. Lotta, Maggie Mitchell anfl 
Clara Morris In their zenith playlnpr t" 
one-half the receipts drawn today by 
such stars as Sothern and Marlowe, 
who can draw $15,000 a week at a 
$1.60 scale at the box-oglce.

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CONFESSIONS OF A PRESS AGENT 



Man of the Facile Pencil Tells of His Attitude Toward His Associates, and Espe- 
cially of the Complexion of His Mental Position with Regard to the Porter 
on the Car Where He Dreams Pipe Dreams and Other Kinds 



The general agent of the circus, car 
managrers, performers and any one who 
has permission to add "agent" to his 
name when . registering in a hotel, is 
given publicity. Billposters and their 
locals are deservlngly noticed, but who 
ever heard of the porter on an adver- 
tising car ever getting even a shadow 
from the spot light? No one ever hears 
of him, and about the only time that 
he is permitted to get chesty la in the 
early spring, when The Billboard pub* 
tlshes the roster of the car, and be iinds 
he is with it, by reading the list of bill- 
posters, lithographers and hannermen, 
and at the tail end of the list finding 
"B.ill Backell, paste-maker." 

For nearly two seasons I was paste- 
maker at porter's wages or porter at 
paste-maker's wages, I have never been 
able to decide which, but am convinced 
that one who Is either is I>oth, and 
with my promotion to "tack spltter," 
as billposters call bannerman, I cannot 
lielp but feel sorry for my successor. 
If I were asked to define the duties of 
a porter on an advertising car, I should 
answer by simply saying, doing every- 
thing no one else on the cor will do. 
Be a "Patsey" from early morning un- 
til the routes are all out, a "Casey" 
until they are all in, and a "faU guy" 
until bed time. 

With a crew of twenty billposters to 
find fault with the paste, a boss bill- 
poster who expects you to stay up all 
night to prevent the men from using up 
all the drinking water, to wash out 
their overalls, and a car manager who 
says, "Never you mind how many 
routes there are tomorrow, you Just 
make all your paste barrels full: I'll 
take care of the routes; It's no excur- 
sion." rn bet rve walked twenty 
miles in a day carrying water for paste 
and then took a Turkish bath as I stood 
over the barrels cooking it, only to 
have the car manager tell me the only 
snap on the car was making paste. I 
have tried to find out the average life 
of a oar porter, and When I asked the 
car manager, he replied: "Never heard 
of one dying. They are generally killed 
with kindness," and as I was many 
miles away from home, I had to make 
him think I believed what he said. 'Of 
course there is no occasion for a car 
porter to be a car porter all his life; 
there ar« plenty of opportunities for 
him to better himself, Good biUpoB- 
wrs, Itthographera and bannermen are 
ilways In demand. I was told all this 
stuff when I Joined out, and was wait- 
ing for my chance. It came one day 
when I had my paste all made up, dates 
«"pped, car cleaned and heralds 
"tamped up by noon, and asked the 
boss billposter if he would take me 
out on the town wagon and let me 
"dope up" for him. I never saw him 
»o agreeable before or since, as he said, 

l^K.^'' oo«e along and I'll make 
wiiposter out of you." Believe me. 



I never wet my brush all that after- 
noon.- 

All I did was carry water 'for the 
men, and as they put up over 2,000 
sheets before dark, I carried some. I 
did not dare rebel or I never would 
get the chance to go out again. About 
two weeks later the boss billposter took

car manager's ear. No knock, under- 
stand me, but I wanted to see where I 
got off. He listened and made me feel 
better when he said: "Bill, you go out 
as often as you can on the wagon, and 
you have thirty days before being com 
pelled tp go in the union.

As I look back now I can see dearer, 
that while the position of porter on an 
advertising car may be a menial . one 
and the very 16west'i^gxlii< the. ladd»i 
It Is none the less one 6t more respon- 
sibility than the dirt-begrimed, paste- 
bedaubed paste , ' maker's appearance 
Indicates. It is for him to keep up his 
end Just as much as any other mem- ■ 
ber of the crew. He need never look 
for any sign of appreciation for what 
be does, but can alwasv be prepared 
to be called down for anything he f ^Is 
to do. First of all he must please the 
car manager, who is always more or 
less of a crank, then he must cater to 
the boss billposter, who can never be 
pleased, and must be able to win the 
approval of a score of billposters, who 
have a beautiful way of blaming the 
porter for everjrthing 'Jiey fall to - do 
themselves. No matter what is lost 
or misplaced, the porter will - be held 
responsible until he can locate It; 
Should a car box run hot, no one is to 
blame but the porter. Failure to have 
wash water, drinking water, ice, soap, 
clean linen, clean towels, clean car. 
individual laundry, shoe brushes and 
polish, will bring down the wrath of 
the entire crew upon the porter, no 
matter what good excuse he may have 
for his failure. Even a small daub of 
paste on the outside of a route barrel 
will cause a billposter to furnish the 
porter with a review of his ancesters 
for ten generations, and for a porter 
to be dubbed a "mutt," "pin head" and 
"nit," are mild, everyday pet names. 
If he wants to know Just how far from 
human he is, he wants to forget to 
have a billposter's best suit presssKi 
for a Sunday In a big town after he 
has been requested to have It done. 

I firmly made up my mlhd that If X 
ever was promoted, and on the square 
I never entertained strong hopes of 
advancement, that I would treat the 
porter at least as well as I would a 
good-bred dog, but I have failed- 1 
don't suppose he is any more than I 
was, but if I was as bad as he is I dont 
see how I escaped being killed. Some 
of the men on the car consider Iilm the 
the best man that was ever bn-the ear. 
At least they say so — and I suppoae X ■ 
should say so too, but then X am preju- 
diced against both the Job and the ' 
porter. 

Even now. that I am a fnll-fledged

bowed and shone with her dazaling coontenance, 

and even made a speech.*' 

Percy Hammond pleads "technical Ignorance" 
of music, bnt Is Impressed with the prodoctlon: 
"Miss SylTa saug and a big orchestra played 
Mr. Lehar's sednctlTe mnslc; many sUm girls 
danced and smiled diligently; hnmor was aug. 
gested by Mr. Blckel and other downs; brilliant 
dresses were worn; there were flowers and ap- 
planee; and thns Gypsy. Iiore was projected at 
the Chicago Opera Souse last evening as a 
pleasant Item In onr present scheme of enter- 
talDment. • • • I am farther mortlfled by 
my technical Ignorance of mnsle In the mstter 
of Gypsy Love. Entirely snrronnded by mnsical 
critics last evening, with Mr. Gann engaged 
elsewhere. I experienced a Reeling of isolated 
Incompetence. It seemed, however, to an nntn- 
tored ear that Mr. Lehar's score, like Mr. An- 
gnstns Tliomas* plays, was both good and popn- 
IflF. Tbe tin pan tinkle of American light mn- 
slc was absent, and yet tbe tnnes — ^Mr. Gnnh 
will shudder at that — were swaying and pretty 
and easily retained. The Inevitable waits was 
present Tagnelj- when Mr, X.ehar'8 other achieve, 
ments In that line are recalled, bnt It was fol- 
lowed by encores and encores, entirely nnalded 
by the ushers. Miss Sylvs was, speaking safely, 
In fine Tocal fettle. Tbe part was w^l written 
to display the brilliant timbre of her voice, and 
she was there, too, wltb tbe rich, nntrammeled 
hlstrlonlsm for which she Is admired. The 
English text gave her an opportunity to display 
her beantlfnl ennnclatlon, and the auditor was 
able to follow comfortably tbe many- delicate 
Inflections of tone, the subtle emphasis of dic- 
tion — In abort all tbe factors that eontrlbnte 
to the complicated art of lyric declamation. 
Her Tolce possessed last evening that vibrant 
snstainin^ of tone that gives the impression of an 
unbroken thread of melody, the secret of which 
— as Mr. Gnnn might say — Is breath control. In 
the everyday vernacular, she sang sweetly, and 
ahe was whollr JbstUed In her feradens aekoowl- 
edgment after the second act of tlie nneqiilvoeil 
demonstration which foHoved ber efforn. • 
* * The chorus background was easy to look 
upon, being modest of feature, form, and be- 
havior, and- It was expensively and fascinate 
ingly dressed. In fact. It was the most satis- 
factory choms observed here In many seasons, 
ttionsh It marred tbe melody now and then with 
indiscretions. Mr. Woods* production was lav- 
ish, and Mr. Marlon's evolutions and pictures 
were tbe prettiest and least falsely pretentions 
I bare ever seen in comic opera." 

Ashton Stevens In the Xxamlner, confesses 
that he couldn't find tbe plot, and makes some 
personal remarks abont his past career as a mu- 
sic critic. In summing np the production, how- 
ever, he was most favorable in his remarks, 
tbnsly: "And a prodoctlon we got— refined, ad- 
mirable — a rousing performance — good welcome 
music that sang adhesively to the auditory 
nerve. A production In the snrest essence, a 
Star, a supreme company, an Ingratiating scor^. 
and perhaps somewhat of a plot. Bnt of ihe 
last I am totally Ignorant. Even for Marguer- 
Ita Sylva I will not adventure beyond Ihe c<»set 
ads In tbe proeram." 

Tbe Becord-Herald review, by James O'Donnell 
Bennett, was especially an enloglnm of Miss 



Sylva's singing, as follows: "What with its 
nnmerons sumptDons melodies In Frans Lehar's 
most alluring iind muslclanly manner. Its bright 
stage pictures, Its exhilarating choms an<], 
most welcome of all. Its prima donna, who c»n 
and does sing. Gypsy Love crested an inspiring 
effect at tbe Chicago Opera House last evening. 

"This, too, despite a libretto tbin as to 
substance and abject as to Its comic digressions, 
digressions that would have been auperfluoas 
had tliey been successful, for the piece la es:ivn- 
tlally an Idyl, and as an Idyl it should be i.'e- 
aented. 

"In an Idyllic strain Miss Margnerlta Rylva. 
who makes her return to tbe light opera stage' 
In the Lehar composition, acted and sang her 
part. She waa In excellent voice. She sang 
brilliantly and her acting was touched with po- 
etry. 

"Expensive comedians like Mr. BIckel ja4 
Mr. Hart bopped lamely tbrongh tbe Harry B. 
Smith banalities, and Miss Francea Oemareat 
contributed her good contralto voice and ber 
good looks. There waa an augmented orchestra, 
overbalanced with braaa to make tbtaiKs look 
Important, and It nearly blew the bead' off tbe 
critics In the front seats." 

The Post spoke at length on the excellent 
quality of tbe mnslc. and tbe dellgbtfnl sin;;, 
lug of Miss Sylva. its review concluded with 
an injunction ifor readers to go and bear for 
themselves In tbe following words: "There was 
applause enongb last nigbt, recall after recall, 
with a grand opera display of flowers. Thos» 
who go can not bnt be pleased with tbe mnslc. 
and It Is to be hoped that they will go In 
crowds, for It Is well done and wrath while." 

Tbla review was no doubt the writing of tbe 
music critic of the Post. Frederic Hatton of the 
same paper, was equally impressed with the 
opera, and in e^tomizlng his review, said tba; 
Gypsy Love was even better than The Mer.Tr 
Wldow. 

Said O. J. Hall In the Journal: "Margnerlta 
Sylva, last season an important and popular 
member of our grand opera company, reappeared' 
here laat night as a singer of light oiieia. Be.* 
golden voice charmed the audience that gath- 
ered at the Chicago Opera House to welcome ber 
return from entertainment for tbe extravagiint 
to entertainment for the common people. She 
sang to the rich and swinging music of Frans 
Lehar's Gypsy Love, an operetta representing Its 
composer's highest achievement. Miss Sylva 
disguises herself in the Inxnrloas tstters of s 
Bomsny maiden, rnns shoeless and atockl1.v 
Btoeklngless through two or three acta, jrlvlns 
ample nnde evidence tbat even gypsy maidens 
are bipeds, and Illustratea some of the dlatrac- 
tlons of a romantic mind that runs now to e 
bigh-bom tenor and now to a wandering mbj-^ 
strel.

Gvp- 
sy Love becomes one of tbe Joys of the sea- 
son. It bas no libretto; It needa none."
